Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the night of 4th July, 1972 a daring dacoity was com- 
mitted in the house of one Shri Rajendcr Chandra Sircar of 
Bilpar Tarakganj Colony, Police Station Karimpur in Nadia 
Dii'rict by a gang of 14/15 armed dacoits. Shri Gobar Singh 
Rawat who was patrolling in the area of neighbouring Kathalia 
village at that time heard the sound of rifle shots from towards 
Bilpar Tarakganj. He immediately proceeded, with two other 
Border Security Force Constables towards Bilpar Tairakganj, 
When the Border Security Force party reached near Madhu- 
bhang Bil, they saw an armed group of 14/15 men. The 
Border Security Force party challenged the dacoits, who opened 
flic,. Shri Gobar Singh and the members of his patrol party, 
took up position and returned the tire. Even though the dacoits 
were better equipped than the Border Security Force patrol 
party, Shri Gobar Singh remained undeterred and moved for- 
ward to attack the gang of dacoits from a closer range. In the 
heavy exchange of Ike, the gang leader Prasad Mandal was 
shot dead. This completely unnerved the dacoit gang who ran 
away under the cover of darkness. 

In the encounter with the dacoits, Shri Gobar Singh Rawat 
displayed initiative, determination and gallantry. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4((i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 4th July 1972.

On 9th September, 1971, Shri Ranajit Guha Niyogi arranged 
a predawn raid on the hide-out of extremists of Muraripukur 
in Eastern Calcutta. As the police party surrounded the bastee, 
the extremists opened fire on the Police. In disregard of the 
firing by the extremists Shri Niyogi crawled and reached near 
the bastee.

The 
patrol party was divided into three groups who weire asked to 
surround the hut from three sides where the hostiles were under- 
stood to be hiding and to cut off their escape routes, Shri 
Dhaneshwar Jha was the Commander of the Parly which pro- 
ceeded to the hut straight. When the patrol party was hardly 
75 yards from the hut, the hostiles opened heavy fire on them 
with their automatic weapons. Shri Jha remained undeterred 
and in disregard of his own personal safety stormed into the 
hut. The other members of his party also followed him. The 
sudden and brave action on the part of Shri Tha unnerved the 
hostilcs. They were soon over-powered by the Central Reserve 
Police Force party.
